Exhibits for the K$y Route were 


presented and A. S. Kibbe, a civil 
engineer, and Attorney W. E. Creed 
conducted the examination for the 
company. 
These exhibits were very 


voluminous compilations 
of figures 


relating- to the operation of the sys- 
tem. 
The company -claimed a mini- 


mum depreciated valuation of $7,273,- 
000 as of June- 30, 1914, to which 
has been a'dded more than $1.000,000 
capital expenditures since then. 


During the calendar year 1916 the 


company claimed to have earned only 
,111,068.08 above its 
operating 
ex- 


jpenses, taxes and depreciation. In-

TROUBLE REPORTED 
BY MARINE UNITS 


He explained to the committee that 


on May 25 the navy departemnt re- 
ported trouble with a part of the 
ammunition which had been supplied 
by the army to some of the marines. 
The ammunition was found to have 
been manufactured at the Frankfort 
government arsenal. Subsequently re- 
ports began to come in from various 
units of the army and from rifle clubs 
that some of the ammunition was 
causing "hang-fires" and miss-fires. 


"All these reports indicated the gen- 
eral character of the defect," said 
Secretary Baker, "and the Frankfort 
arsenal began investigation at once. 
It was an entirely new trouble 
As 


the investigation proceeded the defect 
was blamed upon one thing and then 
upon another. Now the arsenal has 
discovered what.lt believes to be the 
real cause. In the potassium chlorate 
used in the primer there was a small 
quantity of potassium bromite. 
In 


the presence of free sulphur, which 
exists in these primers, a deteriora- 
tion results When kept so for months 
the defect develops in the ammunition 
and the hang-fires and miss-fires 
result"

When the secretary said that the 
Frankfort arsenal began usln^the new 
formula for primers about January 1, 
1917. all the small arms ammunition 
made at the arsenal between January 
1 and June 1 was placed in the sus- 
picious class and an effort was made 
at once to call in as much as possible 
of it, and to warn all arm units and 
rifle clubs of the discovery of the1 
defect. 
Two courses are open to the war 
department in handling the suspected 
ammunition. 
One is to break it up 


and try to 'salvage some of it, and the 
other is to use it for target purposes 
after taking due precautions to guard 
against the danger of hang-fires and 
miss-fires, the secretary said.

activities of the People's Council of 
America for Democracy and Terms of 
Peace, which was barred from hold- 
ing its proposed national peace con- 
ference in Minnesota. John Spargo, 
one of the former leaders of 
the 
Socialist party, who severed connec- 
tion because of the party's stand on 
war, declared that several weeks ago 
reports had reached the troops in 
Russia that American, labor bod'o2 
would demand peace through the 
People's Council meeting. 
"What can help the enemy more 
than such startling reports, arising 
as they do from the activities of these 
pro-German 
organizations?" 
asked 
Spargo. 
Gompers outUned the 
purpose of 
the organization, pleading for nat- 
ional loyalty. 
"It shall be our task," he said, "to 
Interpret America's democratic spirit 
and purpose in this conflict to our 
fellow workers, especially those 
of 


foreign birth, and to combat every 
form of -propaganda which tends to 
weaken the loyalty and devotion of 
the masses and their willingness to 
strive and sacrifice for the nation and 
ts high purpose." 
The declaration of principles as an- 
nounced by Gompers in part follows: 


MAKES DECLARATION. 


"As believers, in the great and 
splendid vision of democracy and in- 
ternationalism, the fraternalism and 
soldiarity of all people, we assert our 
unqualified loyalty 
to the 
United 
States of America and our determi- 
nation to do all that lies in our power 
to win the war. 
"Disloyalty to America in this crisis 
is disloyalty to the cause of freedom, 
democracy and internationalism.

"No national selfishness 
impelled 
this republic to enter the war. The 
impelling motive was the consuming 
idealism, born with the establishment

Reports from the island indicate that the causes 


for the looming up of a Socialist party among the 
American citizens in the Carribean Sea are funda- 
mental and orthodox, that is, the unrest among 
wage-earners and their demand for a larger share 
of the profits of industry than they have been re- 
ferring. Senor Santiago Iglesias, who came to this 
country to urge enactment of the full citizenship 
act at the last session of Congress, and who is the 
force behind the Socialist party in Porto Rico con- 
tends that despite the 25,000 votes, there are not 
100 bona fide Socialists on the island. The party, 
he contends, is purely one of workers determined 
to better their condition by means of higher wages, 
better educational facilities, improved Jiving con- 
ditions and easier means of transportation, par- 
ticularly to the United States. They want the ex- 
cess laborers in Porto Rico to have the opportunity 
to go to the continent, "where they would quickly 
absorb American ideas and become better citizens."

from the Union and the Republican parties and a 
protest against existing labor conditions is un- 
doubtedly the true explanation.

CHRISTIANIA, Sept *.—M. Ihlen, 


minister of .foreign affairs, in a state- 
ment to the Associated Press today, 
spoke as follows concerning Norway's 
position toward the American em- 
bargo ordinance: 


"I desire at once to emphasize that 


I am fully aware of the right of the 
United States not to sell articles to 
neutrals without being assured that 
such articles, or the products of them, 
are not to be exported ,to adversaries 
of the United States. 


"Such assurances time and again 


have been required by belligerents 
and neutrals slnce^he war began, and 
in accordance with them we have 
made arrangements for Norway to 
comply. 
I will call attention to a 


number of agreements we have made 
with Norwegian importing- corpora- 
tions, to our embargo ordinances and 
to the system of control to see that 
the ordinances are being observed. 
This system has been developed to 
such an extent that it is now as per- 
fect as human devices are able to 
make It 
"Should the United States, however, 


find defects in the system that should 
be corrected in order to prevent the 
re-export of articles exported to us, or 
by-products of such articles, Norway, 
of course, is perfectly willing to do 
•what can further be dorc,"

"It is a question of life or death to 


us to get Into agreement with the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 5.— 


The first step to meet the world- 
wide meat shortage was taken 
today when 125 American live- 
stock specialists were called into 
conference here by Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston and Food 
Administrator Hoover. % 


The present meat shortage in 


the United States and through- 
out the world is not a tempo- 
rary condition, nor is it to be 
met by temporary measures, 
Houston and Hoover warned the 
livestock men. The shortage 
will continue for several years 
after the war. The onl% country 
that can move to meet this 
shortage is the United Slates, 
and the only way this country 
can prevent a hunger crisis is by 
producing more meat animals. 


TOKYO, Sept 6.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press)—The development 
of social and Industrial conditions in 
Japan Is treated clearly In the latest Is- 
sue of "The Christian Movement In the 
Japanese Empire," a book which la pub- 
l!«hert each rear bv t*ie federated mis- 
sionary organizations.

operation In Santa Cruz, Sonoma and 
ifonterpv counties, whore sliehtlv more 
than three-fourths of the apple crop of. 
California is raised. Wheat and barley 
are all harvested and thrashing is nearly 
completed. 
Excellent yields of good 
weight have be«n obtained and a large 
amount of barley Is now in sacks and 
expc.tocu lo i.un should it occur. Pattuit-& 
continue fair to good, but fesd on the 
ranges Is short. Stubble feed, however. 
Is plentiful and stock is generally 
in 
good condition. Complaints are made in 
some of the central counties of damage 
to alfalfa by grasshoppers, red 
spiders 
and caterpillars, but on the whole this 
crop, especially where Irrigated, Is grow- 
ing nicely. Potatoes need rain badly tn 
the northern .counties and reports from 
thl» section make the average condition 
of this crop no better than fair.
